(ii) Delete the following proviso from Regulation 13(5X'n): 

“Provided that nothing in this clause shall apply to Group empfoyees 
who entered the service of the Corporation on or before 23 July, 196o 


(iii) Insert a new Clause “(iii)” in Regulation 13(5) as follows: 

“Notwithstanding anything contained in this Regulation, an employee, at 
any time, after, he has completed twenty years of service may, by giving 
notice of not less than three months in writing to the appointing authority, 
retire voluntarily from service.” 
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(iv) Insert anew Clause “(iv)” in Regulation 13(5) as follow^: 

The qualifying service as on the intended date of ! retirement of an 
employee retiring under Clause (ii) or retiring voluntarily under Clause 
(iii) shall be increased for the purpose of gratuity j by a period not 
exceedin'^ five years subject to the condition that the total qualifying 
service rendered by the employee does not in any case exceed thirty three 
years of service and it does not take him beyond the date of 
superannuation” 

(v) Insert a new Clause “(v)” in Regulation 13(5) as follows 

“In thd case of an employee intending to retire under Clause (ii) or 
intending to voluntarily retire under Clause (iii), the competent authority 
may, for good and sufficient reasons, relax the requirement of notice 
period of three months.”

(vi) Insert?new clause “(vi)” in Regulation 13(5) as follows > 

l< An employee who has elected to retire under this Rjegulation and has 
given the necessary notice to that effect to the appointing authority, shall 
be precluded from withdrawing his notice except with the specific 
approval of such authority >
